knowne by their courſes round about the 
Poles of the Zodiacke. The Moone runneth 

through her Heauen by her narurall couric 
fromthe Weſt to the Eaft in ſeuen and twen- 
tie dayes eight howres. Mercurie, Venus, and 
the Sunne their courſe in one yeere. Mars his 
courſe in rwo yeeres. Iupiter in twelue, and 
Saturne in thirtie yeeres. The eighth Heauen 
accompliſheth his proper courſe according ro 


-the obſeruation of Ticho Brahe, in 25405 


yeeres. 

Theſe Heauens are carried altogether in 
foure and twentie howres vpon the Polcs 
about the Axeltree of the World, through 
the ninth Heauen, which is called Primum 
mobile, thar is, the Firſt moueable, by which 
motion to our appearance 1s Cauſed the day 
and nighrt,and the daily rifing and ferting of 
the Celeſtiall Lights,

CHAP. 


IIIL 


Of the greatneſſe of the Earth. 


Lthough the Globe of che Earth ( as 
hath beene ſaid) in compariſon of the 
EA cxceeding great ſpaciouſhcile of the 
 Heauens, is no more then as apoint or prick, 
yer notwithſtanding being conſidered in it 
ſelfe ,itis a great body,containing in the grea- 
reſt circuire of ir, 7200 Engliſh Leagues, 
which may be thus knowne. If you deuide 


the whole Circle of the Globe of the Earth 
into 360 parts or degrees,it is tound as wel by 
Nauigarion, as by meaſuring vpon the Land, 
that euerie ſuch part or degree concaineth 
rwentie ſuch Engliſh Leagues. Three hun- 
dred and fixtie ſuch parts or degrees, then 
being multiplied by twentie, produce 7200 
Leagues. | 


GHAP. V. 


Of the Axiz and Poles,or Axelpoints of the V Vorld. 


TN the Spheare of the World chere 1s 1ma- 
| gineda Line going from one point on the 
k one fide of the Spheare as a Diameter 
through the Center vnto another point righ. 
ouer againft it on the other fide: Such a Line 
is called the Axeltree,and the vttermoſt ends 


of it,or foreſaid points are called the Poles or 
Axeltree points of the World,the one in the

N the middeſt of the Heauens equally di- 
| ſtant from both the Poles, there is imagi- 
| @nced a great Circle, deuiding the whole 
 Sphearc into two equall parts, which is cal- 
led the Equinoctiail, becaule that when the 
Sunne commeth ro or ynder that Circle (the 
which it doth che 22 of March, and the 23 of 
| September) the day and night are euerie 
where ypon the Earth of alike length. The 


knowledge of this Circle is aboue all others 
neceſſarie in the Art of Nauigation, for to 
obſerue thereby how farre we are diſtanc 
( eicher Northwards or Southwards ) ypon 
the Earth from the ſame, alſo thereby the 
times and houres of the day are reckoned, 
the Declination of the Sunne and the

Hence it appeareth, that ſith the whole cir- 
cumfcrence of the Heauen is deuided into 
360 Degrees, that the Poles doe ſtand 180 
Degrees one from the other: And betweene 
the Poles and the Equinoctiall, there remains 


euecrie way, and on ecuerie fide go Degrees, 
This Line is drawne in the Cardes with a red 
Linc from Eaſt ro Weſt through the begining 
of the Degrees, as they are numbredeither 
towards the North or towards the South.

31 ; Minutes. The Norther part is deuided into faxe Signes, which 
are called the Northerne, begining at D with the Signes aſcen= 
ding-to-the Northwards, Arics, Taurus,Gemini,vnto H the point 
of the moſtdeclination. From thence with the Signes deſcending 
from the North,Cancer,Leo, Virgo, vnto the EquinoQtiall Line in GD 
F the Equinodtium of the Harueſt. The Souther part likewile is denided into lixe Signes, which are called 
the Southerne, begining at F with the Signes deſcending towards the South, Libra,sS 3-6, SHARON 
G the point of the greateſt declination towards the South , from thence with the Signes aſcending towards 
the North, Capricornus, Aquarius, Piſces,againe to the EquinoEiall Line,in the Equinodtium of the Spring 
D. The three firſt Northerne Signes,the Sunne runneth through from the 2x of March to thazr of Iune,che 
other from the 2x of Iuneto the 23 of September. The three firtt Southern from the 23 of September to the 23 
of December, and the other from the 23 of December again to the 21 of March. The Poles of the Eclipricke 
are M and N ftanding euerie where equally diſtant from the Eclipticke G H,and fo farre from the Poles 
of the World A and B asthe Eclipticke is at the moſt diſtant from rhe EquinoGiall LineatH E and C G.

Sphera Obliqua,or crooked Spheare, is fo called, becauſe 
that neither the Axeltree of the World,nor the Equinottiall doe 
neither lye flat downe,nor ftand right yp trom the Horizon, bur 


enclined {loping. Whence it is that all the Celeftiall Lights doe 


notriſc nor goe right vp from the Horizon, nor equally diſtant 
alongſt by it, bur ariſe vp ſloping, & ſo deſcend againe. Alſo thar 
ſome Stars about the Pole Eleuated, doe alwaycs remaine abouc, 
and to the contraric,others about the hidden Pole do ncuer rilc, 
and ſome others doc make ynequall & yalike riſing and (etting. 
Thoſe that ſtand from the EquinoRiall towards the Pole Eleua- 
ted,are more then 12 houres aboue the Horizon, and thoſe that 


ſtand towards the hidden Pole, lefſe then x2 houres aboue the 


Horizon. Likewiſe thus it 13 with the Sun. From whence it fol- 
loweth,that they that inhabite ſuch a Spheare haue the daics and 
nights vnequall, ſomerimes long,and ſometimes on the contrary 


Short, How much the higher the one Pole is Eleuated aboue the Horizon,fo much the more is the vnequaliitie 
of the dayes and nights,as alſo the rifing and ſetting of the Stars is more ynequall in regard the Circles which 
they deſcribe in their courſe abour are cut in more ynequallitic from the Horizon,

LetF D Gbethe Horizon,C DE the EquinoGial, 
BD Athe Axcltrec of the World, not right yp to the 
Zenith N,nor euen with the Horizon F D G, but the 


_ one Poleeleuated aboue the ſame, as from G to A,the 


other ſunke vnder it from F to B. The Equinodtiall 
likewiſe crooked or Byas-wile with all Paralels vpon 
the Horizon. Let the Sun be at the Tropicke of Can-

By the Altitude of the Pole {which by many is 
called the heighth of Lands )is ynderſtood rhe Ele- 
uation of the Pole abouc the Horizon. that is, how 
many Degrees there is betweene the Horizon and 
the Pole. In the right Spheare the Poles lye without 
any Eleuation in the Horizon. In the Paralell Spheare 
itis Eleuared from the Hor1zon ar the higheſt nincrie 
Degrees. In the Oblique or Byas-wile Spheare, rhe 
Elevation is different from one,rtenne,twenric,fortie, 
fiftie Degrees more or leſle. 

A man being vpon the Globe of the Earth right 
ynder the EquinodGtiall Line, hath both the Poles, the 
one in the North, the other in the Sourh, at the Hort- 
zon without any Eleuation, and then he ftanderh al- 


ſo right ypon the middle Line of the Globe of the 


Earth without any Latirude, 
It he remoue trom the middle Line towards the 


North or South , the one Pole $hall then riſe vp 


out of the Horizon, and the other finke ynder the 
ſame. + 

Goeth he afide from the middle Line of the Earth 
tenne, twentic, or more Degrees in Latitude North=, 
wards, the North Pole $hall alſo be Eleuated tenne,

Ic is not eneric mans worke to make and 
marke an Aftrolabie for want of practice 
' nceedtull chereunts,yer notwithſtanding it is 
neccſlaric that a Pilote, who is to haue the 
vic of ir, ſhould know rhatir is well made : 
For the try all whereof,” you may lee firlt wich 
- a paire of Compatles whether the Degrees 


be well deuided. Secondly ( hanging it to a 
Staffe or Corde) try with a ſmall Plummer 
and Line, whether the Line going downward 
from the Zenith or vpper part through the 
Center, doe hang right with the Plummer 
Line, as well as the Alhidada,Labell, or Poin- 
rer be turned right ouer the one fide as oucr 
the other. Thirdly,when as the Alhidada or

when Monnickedam isaboute the weſt ende of 
Schytledoecks hauen , andthe houſe at Muyen 
betwixt Weeſp and the church at Muyen, then 
are you thwart of Muyen ſand. For to faile 
risht through over Pampus, then keepe the 
ſteeple of Diemen over or aboutethe pointe of 
Tyoorr, fo long as you can {ce Tyoort, thatis a 
right longft marke for to laile over Pampus.

Whea that Urck or the fire 
is morenortherly then northeaſt from you, and 
that you get ſhoulding, then that is cerrainiy of 
the Houtribbe : for ſo you cannot come to near 
the Enchuyſen ſand.

If you will goe to Rye,and comming out of 
the {ca doe fall with the land aboute Derwinda, 
then leaue not the coaſt of Cocrland, but runne 
about by it upon the lead , all alongſt unto Do- 
melſnes in four, fue, ſixe or ſeuen fathome, ac- 
cording as you hauc the wind,that you may oor 
fall without, orto the weſtwardes of char rife 
Swaluerorte.

About aleague :o the fourhwardes, and two 
leagues tothe northwards of Hoſmes grounde 
lyeth a pointe called Steenſoe, which is a ſome- 
whathighrough and veric toute pointe, a halfe 
lcaguelong, lying within, a halfe league neare 
tothe towne, to the weltwards of it runnethin 
2 great bight,where is good lyiag allo for many 
ſhippes, but you cannot come in there, becauſe 
of rhe manic foule grounds and dangers, except 
it be withaverie skilkull Pilot : upon the welt 
{ide, over againſt the pointe ſtandeth a white 
houſe. The King of Denmarcks armie of thips 
laye there, in thetime of the laſt ftege of Cal- 
mecr. 

When you come (o farre in, that you leele 
theſouth ende of Ocland our of your ſight, 
then you gette the Caſtle of Calmer in light, 
ſayletowardes it, but ſhunae the ſhoares, as 
hath been ſaide here before. The Caſtle hath 
four great towres, when the two caſtermoſt of 
the four come one in the other, then is the Ca- 
{tle aboute northweſt from you, then you 
come by the Grim{chaer,this is a Rock good to 
be knowne, upon it ſtandetha maſt, with a 
Barrell upon the toppe of it, which lyeth much 
nearer the weſt ſhoare then Oeland, when you 
get it inſight, thenſaile towards it. Thwarte 
of the Grimſchacr or Tonholm lyctha ſuncken 
rock, aboutacables length off fromit , and a 


little more to the caltwards, upon Ityts a0 Wore 
men hive toot water.

2, lic leagues, but tothe Karels 
) northeaſt & by north twen- 
tie ſeuen leagues, The courſe 
alongſt the farewaie, for to (aile from the ſourh- 
end of Oclandt through betwixt Ocelandr and 
Gotland, 15 n.n.ec. 

The lland Oeland is twentie four leagues 
long, anda league and halfbroad, when men 
ſaile ealongſt by it, they may counte cighteene 
towers upon it, which areall fat: the eaſt coaſt 
is a cleane coaſt, and 1yeth north and by eaſt & 
or 8 leagues to 
the ſouthwards of the north end ,there ſhooterh 
off a little riffe , thwarte from the land a greate 
halfleague into the ſea, whichmen muſt avoid: 
by it oocth i ina litle hauen, where indifferente 
ſhippes may goe in, otherwiſe Ocland hath no 
hauens. 

From the ſouth end of Gotland runneth off 
2 foule ſtonieriffe , a good wates into the ſea, 
youmay run about by it upon the leadin {euen,: 
cight and nine farhome. 

The Karels aretwo litle high Hands, lyingon 
the weſt {ide of Gotland north & by weſt abourc 
ſcuen leagues from the ſouth point of Gotland, 
and eaſt and veſt, about a halte league one from 
the other, the oreatelt is called the great Karell, 
& lyeth agreat league from the land : the ſmal- 
c{t,the Little Karcll , andlyeth aboute a halfe 
league from the ſhoare. When you come from 
the ſouthwards, the great Karel (ſheweth it ſelfe 
intwo hommocks, and theLitle Karell in one 
hommock, and nearer to the land. Vnder the 
Litle Karel is round about good roade, in cight, 
nine, and tenne fathome, and is rounde aboute 
clcane and cleare, without toule grounds. Men 
doeancker betwixt it and the land , in fixe or 
ſeuen farhome, there it is good lying for all 
windes, as well for them that are bound to the 
eaſtwardes, as to the weſtwards. He that ſhall 
be to the northwards of Gotland, and thall gett 
a contrarie wind, may allo anker under the oreat 
Karel,but under the Litle Karellis farre the beſt 
roade. Under the great Karel men may ancker, 
on the weſt and eaſt (ide, but on the north and 
louth ſide it is foule, therefore come no nearer 
it by night, 
Betwixt the two Karels it is thirtecae and four- 
tecne tathome deepe.

About half waies betwixte the Karels & the 


ſouth ende of Gotland, ſourhfoutheaſt from rhe Boſrvykes 


Karell, Iyerh the hauen Boſwyke : thwarte of it 
runneth off a riffe,a good waics from the ſhoar , 
comenonearer itthen in ſeuc or eight farhom. 
When you are thwarte of the aforcſaid ſouth 
point, about a halte league from theland , and 
will ſail alengft to the northwards of Gotland, 
you muſt not fail on more northerly then norh- 
weſt, as well for to avoid that riffe of Bolw yes 
as for to ſailea weather the Karels. 

Three or four leagues northweſt from the 
Karel , lyeth the lland Reef holm , thwarte of it 
men doe runne into Weltergore: you may ſaile 
and ancker round abour it. A litle to thenorth- 
wards of it lycth the high gorthweſt pointe of 
Gotland. 

Two leagues tothe northwardes of the high 
pointe lyeth the rowne Witſbuy, aboute ſeen 
leagues northeaſt from the Karell. Men were 
wonte in old tyme to lye there behinde a greate 
head or Chet. 

Wiſbuye hath beene in times paſt a fimous 
marchant towne, where was wonteto be driven 
a greate trade of marchandize, but is now 
through the wil of God alrogether fallen down, 
and cometo nothing. The Hance townes haue 
along time there held their Staple, The old Sea 
lawes were made there, and alfo the old famous 
Read-carde. Men may lee yet to this day many 
old ruinous houfes of coſtly marble,and hewen 
ſtones, whereby men may partly percciue and 
judge, what manner of (tatelinefle there hath 
beene, 

From Wiſbuy the coalt lieth forth northeaſt 
towards the ende of Gotland aboute g leagues . 
But from the Karell to Gotſche land, the courte 
is northeaſt, and northeaſt and by north one & 
ewentic leagues: that is alitle Iland, whereupon 
dwelleth no people, and ſtandeth full of trees: 
you may faile round abouteit , which hath a 
whire ſtrand, From the northweſt point there- 
of ſhooterh off a little riffe, and likewiſe one 
from the ſouth point, a good waies off into (ca, 
towards the north ende of Gotland. On cvertie 
ſide of Gotſche ſand, you may ancker in lixc, 
ſeuen, eight, nine, renne and twelue fithome,all 
cleane and good ancker ground , but theſe fore- 
ſaid riffes you muſt avoide. It Iyeth northnorth- 
eatt ſeuen leagues diſtant from Faro, the north 
ende of Gotland, when you lye there under tt at 
anckor, you cannot fee Gotland.

Neare about theſe places, fo far 
from land that you can not ſee Gotland, are 
bancks, where it 15 not deeper then twelue ta- 
thome, The like uncuen groundes are alſo 
thwarte of the ſouth ende of Oeland, as hath 
beene ſaide in the former Chapter, but berwixte 
them bath is deeper water, If you come in rhe 
firewaie from Ryc to Bronthollom,betwixt the 
ſauth endes of Gorland and Ocland, and mult 
lye by with contrarie windes , when you are 1n 
the tenne or twclue fathome, and then ſaile fo- 
wards Qeland, you ſhall get deeper vvater.

of ſand, called the Honde-plate, there remain- 
erh at low vvater upon it fixe and ſeven foor, 
andat ſume places cight foot vvater. 

Vpon the north ſhore of the Maes about 
ſouthweſt from Grauefand, ſtand two capes. 
For to ſaile in at the norther chanell, bring the 
innermoſt of the two, that is, the greateſt cape, 
a halfe hand(ſpikes length to the ſourhwards of 
the outermoſt, and then they ſhall ſtand a lir- 
tle more ſoutherly then eaſt from you; keepe 
them ſo ſtanding, and faile ſo right in, and you 
ſhall not miſſe to fall right vvith the outer- 
moſt buye, vvhich lyeth at low vvater in twen- 
ty foote. Orelſc if you come from the north- 
wards alongſt by the ſtrand,and keepe the ſoun- 
ding of the ſhore in twenty foot at low vvater, 
or ſomewhat more, according as it ſhall haue 
flowed, you ſhall fall right vvith the outermolt 
buye : or if you keepe neerer to the ſhore in 
eleven or twelue foore,then you ſhall fall vvith 
the ſecond buye. From the outermoſt buye to 
the ſecond, ſaile yer right in vvith the capes, 
which lieth in ten or eleven foote upon the 
ſhowldeſt of the channell, right thwart of the 
outermoſt poynt of the land on the north (ide, 
but nearer the Honde-plate then the poynt 
vvhi ch lierh off from the north poynr, fo that 
you muſt goe about to the northwards of ir in 
fayling in, you may alſo for need goe to the 
ſouthwards of it, but alongſt to the northwards 
itis broadeſt, but inall it is not wide. From 
the north poynt runneth off a litle taile,where- 
of you muſt take very good heed, it is very 
ſteepe, upon it the ſea breaketh and rippleth 
very much: vvith vvelterly windes theſea is all 
in a breach all over that northerne channell, 
thwart of this foreſaid ſecond buye, fo that to 
ſee to, it ſheweth it ſelfc as if it were not a chan- 
ne!l; but feare not to runne cloſe aloneſt to the 
northwards of the foreſaid ſecond buye, thwart 
of it you ſhall not haueleſle at balfe ood then 
thirteen foot water, or thereabouts. From the 
ſecond buye to the third, the courſe is a little 
more northerly : you may ſee perfedtly inough 
trom the one to the other. When you come to 
the third buye, the innermolt cape ſtandeth a 
litle to the northwards of the outermoſt. This 
third buyelieth at the north end of the Raſles 
Mo in eleven foote as the ſecond, which you 
muſt alſo g9e about to the northwards of. Be-

Betwixtthe third and fourth buye it is deep 
in the right fareway fourteen, fifteen, and fix- 
teen foot, that the Fiſhermen call the Panne, The Panne 
on the northeaſt fide ir. is there rifing ground, 
which in turning to windward you may bor- 
row of it by your lead fo ſhowld as you will. 
When the ſteeples of Monſter and Graueſand 
come one inthe other, then you are paſt the 
the Raſſes. The fifth buye lycth in eleven or 
twelue foot water upon the eaſt poynt of the 
new ribbe, and ]yeth from the fourth buye 
ſoutheaſt and by ſouth : all which buyes you 
muſt leaue on the ſtarbord fide in failing in. To 
the caſtwards of it,the ſouther & norther chan- 
nels come together in one. From the fifth 
buye.to the fixrh, which is the buye againſt the 
Polder, it is moſt one courſe as before, but you 
may eaſily ſee from one to the other, that you 
muſt leaue alſo on the ſtarbord ſide; thwart of 
it in the fareway, it is ſixteene and feventeene 
foot deepe. Comming to the eaſtwards of that 
buye againſt the Polder, you ſhall ſee a houſe 
upon the dyke betwixt Swartewall and the 
head of the Brill, called the houſe of Luchr, 
bring that over Ambroeck, which is omew har 
a flar ſteeple,a litle to the ſouthwards of Swart- 
wall, and ſaile ſo right in with them, untill you 
come before the Brill, if you deſire ro anckor 
there, and you ſhall ſo leaue two buyes more 
on the larboord fide.

From the eaſt 
end of Rooſenburgh ranneth offa taile, which 
you might ſail within when you fail upwards.

For to 

avoyd it,you muſt look out for a wood of trees 

ſtandiog on the ſouth ſhore, alicrle ro the caſt- 

wards of the old Maes, keep the ſteeple of Ro- 

terdam to the northwards of that wood, and 

then you ſhall. goe cleare of that Whear ſand, 

bat if you let thar ſteeple come to the ſouth- 
wards of that foreſayd wood,you ſhall certain- 

ly come to touch upon that foreſayd tayle. To 
he northwards of the Wheate ſand goethin a 
deepe, which men may faile up in the old Maes 
to Dordrecht; in ir lye alſo two buyes, he that 
will runne in there, lethim runinby the fore- 
ſayd marks of the ſteeple of Roterdam, and the 
wood of trees, ſolong untill that the ſteeple of 
the Brill come to aryled houſe which ſtandeth 
upon the ſouth ſide of the eaſt end of Rolen- 
burch,and keepe them fo ſtanding, and then he 
ſhall nor miſſe the buye. Being paſt the old 
Maes, you muſt faile up, keeping the middle 
of the channell paſt Vlaerdinghen unto fiue 
Sluces; from thence you muſt chuſe the ſouth 
ſhore,andruncloſe alongſt by it,untill you be 
over a little ſhowld or banke, whereupon is at 
low water eleven or twelue foote water , the 
neerer the ſouth ſhore the deeper, lying thwart 

over the Maes, as ſoon as you ſhall be paſt thar, 
then goc right towards the head of Schiedam, 

there you ſhall haue the deepeſt water. 

If you will goe to Delfs-haven, then (being 
paſt Schiedam) keep the ſounding ofthe north 
ſhore,and run alongſt by it untill you corne be- 
fore the haven,and anckor there. But if you will 
ſaile to Roterdam, then runnealongit by the 
north ſhore, ſolong untill that Overſchie and 
the houſe of Spain come one in the other, then 
edge over, ora little fooner unto the ſouth- 
ſhore,and run alongſt by it, or bring the ſteeple 


_ of Vlaerdinghen (when you are paſt the head 


. ofSchiedam) over the third; houſe upon the 


» 


Schiedams head, and keep that ſo ſtanding ſo 
long unrill that themill, and the head Charlois 
(whereupon ſtandeth a little wood of trees) 
come one in the other, & fo you ſhall leaue on 
the larbord ſide. litle ſhowld plate,that lieth a- 
bout Þalfe wayes betwixr Schiedam and Delfs- 
haven,& run alongſt to the ſouthwards of the 
ſhowld thatlyeth before the haven. Vpon that 
foreſayd plate remaineth no more then 7 foor 
water, and upon the ſhowld before the haven, 
but 2 or 3 foot water,and are both very ſteep. 
When the foreſayd mill, and the head of Char- 
lois come one in the other, then kceepe them 
ſo ſtanding untill that you come thwart of the 
new head of Rorerdam, faile then towards the 
towne, and clole alongſt by it, in betwixt the

towne and the plate, there you may anckor. 


For to find the ſouther channell ( COming in For; ſite 


out of the ſea) before you can ſee the capes, you 
muſt bring rhe ſteeple of the Brill (which is a 
thick flat ſteeple without any ſpire or ſharp top 
upon it) caſtſourheaſt from you, or ſomewhat 
more <caſterly or ſoutherly,according as you get 
ſight of the capes ; then bring them one in the 
other,8& run ſo right in with them, or els if you 
bring the ſteeple of the Brill a handſpikes 
length to the northwards of Ooftyoorn, & run 
ſoright in, you ſhall without faile run in fight 
of the outermoſt buye, which lyeth at low wa- 
ter inthree fathom. 

From the outermoſt buye to the ſecond and 
third buye, you muſt ſaile yer right in with the

capes; the ſecond buye lyeth in thirteen, & the 


third in eleyen foot;being thwart of ir,the ſtee. 
ple of Goerce commeth a litle upon the foot- 
ſtrand of the land of the Brill. The fourth buye 
lyeth from the third, yerneere upon rhe ſame 
courſe right in with the capes, buta litle more 
ſoutherly.Betwixt theſe buyes is the ſhowldeſt 
of the Macs ten foot, by the fourth buye ir be- 
ginneth again to be deeper,thar lieth in 11 foot, 
From without unto the fourth buye,the chan- 
nell is of a good bredrh, ſo that you may turne 
in to windwards a good wayes on both fides of 
the buyes, and borrow of the ſhores on both 
ſides by your lead, but rightalongſt a litle to 
the ſouthwards of the buyes,is the perfe& dee- 
peſt water. The fift buye lyeth from the fourth 
eaſtnartheaſt, and northeaſt and by eaſt, on the 
north fide of the deepe on the Honde-platec in 
cleven foote, which you muſt leaue on the lar- 
bord fide, and run in about to the ſouthwards 
of it. From the fourth to the fifth buye alongſt 
tothe ſouthwards of the buyes, in the right 
fare-way,it is deepe, thirteen, fifteen, fixtcen, 
and ſeventeen foor, and by the fifth buye fiue 
fathom. The fixth buye lyeth from the fifth 
eaſt and by north in eleven foot and a halfe,alſo 
on the north ſhore,or Honde-plate, alongſit to 
the ſouthwards o fir, the channell is at the nar- 
roweſt, and fiue and ſfixe fathom deepe , the 
ſouth ſhore is thereabouts very ſteepe, cloſe to 


it, itisſixeand fixe fathom and a halfe deepe.. 


As ſoone as you come paſt the fixth buye, then 
commeth Maeflands-ſluce, and the ſteeple of 
Vlaerdinghen one in the other; keepethem ſo 
one in the other, and runne in ſo right with 
them, ſo long untill that you get the houſe of 
Lucht over Ambroeck, and then you ſhallrun 
farre enough alongſt to the northwards of the 
Polder,and by the fide of the ſeventh buye, a- 
longft in the right deepe;you ſhall finde in this 
fareway foure,and foure fathom and a halfe,go 
then towards the Bril,or upwards along where 
you defireto be, as is ſayd here before in the 
deſcription of the norther channell.

All theſe foreſayd depths, and thoſe which 

follow of the Goerces gat, are ſet here (as 

alſo in the Carde) according tothe loweſt wa-

The Goerees-gat. 


Port the land of the Brill and Gocree, go 
inallo two channels, the northermoſt is cal- 
led the Quacks-deep, and is not for great ſhips, 
bur onely for {mackes,and ſmall ſhippes: the 0- 
ther is the Gocrees-gat. Betwixt theſe two 
channels lyeth a grear plate called the Hinder, 
which at low water is not deeper then fiue, 
fixe,and ſeven foot. To the nortawards of it 
gocth.in the Quacks-deepe, and to the ſouth- 
wards of it the Goerees gat. 

For to finde the Quacks deepe comming in 
out of the weſt, you muſt keepe the ftceple of 
the Brill eaſt from you,and run ſo in,until that 
a great countrey houſe, (which you ſhall ſce 
ſtand alone a little within the poynt of the 
Quacke) cometo the ſouthermoſt ſand-hills of 
the land of the Brill, which ihall then ſtand 
neare about ſoutheaſt from you,keep that then 
ſo ſtanding, and runne fo right in, untill that 
Ooſtyoorn come to theweſtermoſt or ſouther- 


moſt ſand-hills, then runne in alongſt by the 


ſtrand ſomewhat more ſoutherly, unrill that 
Goeree come to the caſtwards, or within the 
fand-hills, and then you ſhall bee paſt the eaſt 
poynt of the Hinder, which the Pilots call the 
Buyen,runne then towards Goeree, of to the 
caſtwards,to Helleyoets fluce, where you deſire 
to be. 

For to ſaile in at the Goerees gat, you muſt 
bring the ſteeple of Goeree, and the cape upon 
the land of Goeree,one inthe other, -andthen 
they ſhallſtand caſt & by ſouth, and eaſtſouth- 
eaſt from you : or if you cannot ſee the cape, 
then bring the ſteeple caſt and by ſouth, or caſt- 
ſoutheaſt from you,according as you ſhall haue 
the winde,faile in right with it, until you come 
hard aboord the ſtrand , and within a bowles 
caſt in alongſt by it, caſt and by north, and eaſt 
in, ſo long untill that the land doe fall away 
more to the ſouthwards : thereabouts runnerh 
off from the ſhore a litle taile, which men might 
ſaile within, in going out, but not in comming 
in, there you muſt edge a little further off from 
the ſhore, being paſt that, luffe up again towards 
the ſhore,or haven of Goeree, and anckor there 
before it;or els if you will run up to Hellevoet- 
ſluce,then bring the mill whichſtanderh to the 
weſtwards of Goerce, alitle to the northwards 
of the ſteeple of Goerce, keepe them fo ftand- 


ing, and faile ſo up to Hellevoet fluce, and you

ſhall not come neare the plate which lyeth o- 
_ againſt or to the ſouthwards of Hellevoet- 
UCC. 

When you faile in at the Goerees gat 
with a bare Coby winde, and that you can- 
not bring the capeand ſteeple one in the other, 
you may bring the ſteeple welleaſtſoutheaſt,or 
agreat capſtone bars length to the northwards 
of the cape, and thenrun over untill you come 
againſt the ſtrand, and ſo you ſhall runne over 
the taile of the Hinder in fourteen and fifteen 
foot at low water, but when the cape and 
ſteeple are one in the other, you ſhall nor 
have lefſe then nineteen or twenty foot. Being 
come over the taile of the Hinder, in the right 
deepe, it is ſixe,ſeven, and eight fathom deepe, 
the neerer the ſtrand the deeper water. A little 
within the cape, or almoſt thwart of ir, is 
the narroweſt of the channell, farther in it is 
wider; on the north fide towards the Hinder,

Betwixt the Marſdeepand the Maes in the 
fareway , the fore-flood commeth out of the 
north ſea,and turneth about by little and little 
northeaſt and northeaſt and by north towards

In the fea thwart of theſe places, (without 
ſight of land) itis a poynt, or a poyntand a 
halfe later full ſea, the further from the land 
thelater. | 

Not very long after that the flood beginneth 
to goe without the Macs, itdoth beginne alſo 
to go into the Maes, but the after-flood fallerh 
ſtrong in, and ſo likewiſe in the Goerces gar. 
Cloſe before the channels by the land, the tyde 
turneth about with the Sunne, fo that when 
the after-flood falleth into the channels, it tur- 
neth to the ſouthwards, and becommeth again 
a running ebbe : the after-ebbe falleth againe 
thwart off to ſeawards our of the channels.

For to finde the Kevyitſcn, you muſt bring 
the ſteeple of Zicrickzee ſoutheaſt & by ſouth, 
or a little more ſoutherly from you, and then 
you ſhall eſpyeupon the land of Schowen, a- 
bout the ſteeple of Zierickzece,a wood of trees, 
bring that and the foreſayd ftecple of Zicrick- 
ſee one in the other, and runne fo right in untill 
you come againſt the ſand, ſo ſhowld or neare 
as you can, andthen you runne farre enough 
alongſt to the weſtwards of the weſt head. 


When you come wirhin rhe yveſt head, againſt 


the ſand on the ſouth fide, then goe in caſt a- 
longſt by the foreſayd dry fand the Springer,at 
the end of the aforeſayd drye ſand ſhooterh off 
alſoa poynt under vvarer, the yvhich you muſt 
ſound for : being paſt that, runne then dire&ly

The Brevvers-haven. 


Efore the land of Schowen, thwart of the 

Brewers-havens channell, lye three bankes, 
the outermoſt, called the Bree-bank, lyeth a 
kenning without the land, upon which it is ſe- 
ven fathom deepe.and again within it,ninetcen 
fathom deep; upon the {ſecond nearer the ſhore, 
It is five fathom deepe,and againe vvithin it ſe. 
ven fathom deep : the third, called the Oofter, 
lyeth cloſe by the land, and runneth in to the 


eaſtwards, betwixt Schowen and the land of 


Goeree, upon itis no more then ſixe foot vya- 
ter, vyvhen you will ſaile into the channell of 
Brewers-haven, you muſt goe abourt to the 
vveſtwards of it. 

Vpon the vveſt end of Schowen land two 
capes, bring them one inthe other, and runne 
ſoright in vvith them, untill the ſteeple of the 
Renifle (vvhich ſteeple is ſomewhat ſharpe ) 
come to the Blenk or Wollack, that is, a high 
yvhite ſand-hill, (vvhich ſheweth it ſelfe our in 
vvhiteneſle & height aboue all the other ſand- 
hills) then leaue the capes, and runne in by the 
matrkes of the Blenck and Renifſe, untill that

Outdorp, (a little white ſharpe ſteeple upon 
the land of Gocree) come to the ſteeple of 
Goeree, and ſo you ſhall go in betwixt the Oo- 
ſter on the larboord fide, and the Hill on the 
ſtarboord fide, and aloneſt a little to the ſouth- 
wards of the outermoſt buye, untill you come 
within the Ooſter. When that Outdorpe and 
Goeree are one in the other, then leaue alſo 
the foreſaid markes of Reniſle, and runne in 
riohtwith Coerce,untill that you come by the 
ſecond buye; or (if there lye no buyes) untill 
that Bommence comea litle vvithour the Oxe- 
tile, that is, a poynt of Schowen lying our a 
litle to the vveſtwards of Brewers-haven, fail ſo 
right in untill you be paſt the Brewers-haven. 
This channell of Rrewers-haven,is a broad and 
deep channell, very convenient for great ſhips, 
he that muſt turn in or out to windwards, may 
runne alongſta good wayes on both ſides, as 
well of the outermoſt as the ſecond buye, bur 
tothe ſouthwards of them it is deepeſt, and the 
common fare-way. The third buye is a buye 
vvith a taile, and lycth upon a poynt of a taile 
which runnerth off from the Oofter,which you 
may not goe to the northwards of, unlefle it 
were very cloſe alongſt by it : all alongſt by the 
ſtrand of Schowen it is deepe and ſteepe, you 
may runne cloſe alongſt by it from the outer. 
molt buye unto Brewers-haven, there is no- 
thing that can hurt you; the ſhowldeſt of this

The. firſt ſteeple to- the 
weſtwards of Sluceis S. Annea flat ſteeple,next 
is Knock a ſharpe {tceple, and then Weſtcappell 
a litle ſhort flat ſteeple, with a blunt cap upon it. 
Heylt to rhe weſtwards of themis a long ſharpe 
ſteeple higher then Knock. Betwixt Heyſt and 
Blanckenbrough, lyeth Liſweghen ſomewhat 
within the land,rhat is a flat ſteeple, & the rhic- 
keſt of all the ſteeples thereabouts. Blancken- 
brough is alſo a flat ſteeple higher then Liſwe-

ghen, but not ſo thick. Within the land from 


Blanckenbrough , ſtandeth Bridges, two thick, 


ſharpe ſtecples upon one Church, to the vveſt- 


ward of Blanckenbrough a great halfe league, 
lyeth Wenduynen a fſharpe ſteeple. Betwixt 
Wenduynen and Blanckenbrough ſtandeth an 
other little ſteeple called lohn Davids ſteeple. 
Oſtend lyetha great league to the weſtwards of 
Wackerbour. A halfe league to the yveſtwards 
of Oſtend, lyeth S. Catharines, anda league to 
the weſtwards of it is Middlekerck, being a high 
thick flat ſteeple. From Middlekerk to Newport 
ir is two leagues, there isa flat ſteeple, with a litle 
harpe ſteeple. A litleto the eaſtwards of New- 
port lyeth our Lady of Lombardy, a high flat 


ſteeple. 


From Newport to Broersitis two leagues, 
and from Broers tro Dunkerck three leagues. 
The Soutkoten is a league to theeaſtwards of 
Dunkerck. Dunkerck hath a high flat ſteeple, 
with a little ſharpe ſteeple. From Dunkerck to 
Graveling are three leagues, btwixtthem ſtand 
theſe ſteeples, firſt litle Sinten a litle ſharp ſtee- 
ple, grcat Sinten a thick flat ſteeple, Maerdycka 
thick fat ſteeple, and S. Georges a high ſharpe 
ſteeple. Graveling hath no ſtceples, bur rhere 
ſtand two milles,one on the Eaſter gate, and the 


other on the weſt end of the town. From Grave- 


lingto Callice are three leagues, Callice hath 
many ſharpe ſteeples, wherof oneis higher then 
all the reſt, and betwixt both lye theſe villages 
moſt vvithour ſteeples. Firſt Hooghenprylſe and 
Daſen, two Rar ſteeples; more Valdam a flar 
Church with a little ſpire upon the middeſt of 
it, that is all the knowledge of Flanders. The 
coaſt of Flanders betwixt Callice and Blanken- 
brough, is foure and twenty leagues long, or as 
lyme ſay,one andtwenty leagues, and Blanken- 
brough from Fluſhing nine leagues. So that 


Fluſhing is from Callice, at theleaſt zo leagues, 
oras ſome ſay, three and thirty leagues at the 
moſt. 

That which is here ſayd of the ſteeples and 
leagues alongſt the coaſt of Flanders , is very 
ſerviceable and needfull as well for that vyhich 
is before deſcribed of the Wiclings, asalfo for 
the ſayling into the havens of Flanders, bur e- 


ſpecially for the knowledge of the Flemiſh 


banckes. | 

For to ſaile into Oſtend, you muſt run cloſe 
to the eaſtwards of the towne into the haven 
called the Gueule,on the caſt poynr of the haven 
lyeth a head, whereupon ſtandeth a beakon, you 
muſt run cloſe in by that head, thereir is deepeſt. 
From the vveſt (ide, to wit, towards the rowne, 
ſhooteth off a litle flat, therefore you muſt avoyd 
that idea ſhippes length or two, at low water 
and a cemmon tyde remaineth in this havens 
mouth fixe foot, and at high vvater there is rwo 
and twenty foot water. A litle vvithin the haven 
you may anckor yyhere you will, and at low 
vvater you may lyethere witha grear ſhippe a 
floate, | | 

Newportis a tyde-haven which falleth alto- 
gerher dry at low water,and at high vvater, & a 
common tyde there is thirteen foot water, cloſe 
before the havens mouth is a banck', vvhich ly- 
cth fro the eaſtwards of the haven of Newport 
over to the weſtwards, thwart before the havens 
mouth,andart halte flood lyeth dry, and athigh 
vvarer there cometh no more upon it then eighe 
foot vvater. Hethat will go into Newport,muſt 
goc in from the weſtwards betwixt the foreſayd 
banck and the land, and faylein to the ſouth. 
vvards of the bank ſo long untill that theinner- 
moſt beacon come even through, orto theecaſt- 
vvards of the ourermoſt,and then run in ſo right 
by them, and in alongſt amid(t the channel! 
berwixt the heads. Bertwixt the banck and the 
land ir is on both ſides flat rifing ground, fo that 
you may found the ſhores on both ſides, but one 
the north fide the banck is fomewhat ſteepe,it is 
three fachom deepe clofe alongſt by it. Within 
the havens mouth itis ſet on both ſides of the 
deepe vvith beacons, vvhere you muſt runne 
through betwixt untill you come before the 
towne, vvhich lyeth abouta cannon ſhot from 
the ſea fide. Theres fired in thenight upon the 
two great beacons, but not longer then from 
halfe flood to halfe ebbe. 

From Newport to Dunkerck alongſt by the 
ſhore through vvithin the banckes, it is cleane 
vvithout any fowle ground or banckes, and at 
low water fifteen foot deep, the neerer the ſhore 
the deeper. Thwart of the Cloyſter Ten Duynen 
betwixt itand Brocrs banck, it is narrowef}, 
vvhich lyeth not farre from the ſhore, thwart 
of it you muſt goe cloſe alongſt by the ſhore.

Graueling 1s alſo a tyde-haven, where men 
muſt goe in at high vvater, there ſtand two bea- 
cons, vvhich you mult keepe one by the other, 
and fajle ſo in berwixt the heads,on the weſt fide 
rinneth off alitlerifte, vvhich you muſt avoyd. 
When you come from the eaſtwards alongſt the 
coalt running through Wolbrech ſound, at the 
end of the Brakes, (that are the banckes before 
Dunkerk, and from thence vyeſtwards) then you 
come againſt the vveſt poynt of the foreſayd lit- 
tle riffe or out-ſand of Graueling,vvhich lyetha 
good vvayes off into the ſea, rothe eaſtwards of 
it men run into the haven of Graucling by night 
right in with the fires.

For to an- 
kor there, you muſt bring the ſteeple of the vil- 
lageover the middeſt of the houſes.

village they remaine a floate, there they morre with 
foure cables faſt on rwo green ſhores.

For to faile into Foy,you muſt have ar leaſt a 
halfflood, and run in midſt the chanell betwixt 


the two poynts, and being come within, then 
chuſe which fide you will, but the moſt water is 


by the weſtland, between the Stakes and the To- 
wer that ſtandeth upon the weſt land. Bceing 
come within the Stakes (as you come in by the 
weſt land ) then beare ſomewhat off preſcntly 
from the welt ſhore, almoſt into the middle of 
the channell, neereſt ro the welt ſhore,vntill you

If (when you come 1n by theeaft land) you 
defire to be inthe foreſayd dockeor poole, then 
ſaile in untill you come within the ſtakes, ang 
then edge over off from the eaſtland, untill you 
come neereſt the weſt land for to avoyd a Flat 
vyhich lyeth by the caſt ſhore alongſt the haven, 
and beginnerth againſt the firſt houſe of the weſt 
village. If it ſhould happen, that you could not 
lead it in with a ſail, then let your ankor fal with. 


out the ſtakes,and warpe in with hawſers, untill. 


you come into the foreſayd poole. 

You may alſo faile fo farre in, that you may 
ſee a wall on the weſt fide of the haven, where 
lyeth a village behinde it. A ſhippes length to 
the ſourhwards of that wall, it is good lying by 
the eaſt land, being morred by foure cables, there 
may alſo a ſhip ride affoate that draweth ſixteen 
foor water. You may allo ſaile further in alongſt 
by that Swach that lyeth on the weſt ſide, wher- 
in the mill ſtandeth, but come not too neere the 
north poynt of the lwach, for there by it lyeth a 
rock ynder water, being paſt that you may morre 
your ſhippein the middeſtof the channell, there 
is beſt lying for ſhips that draw much water. 

Foure leagues ſouthweſt from Foy, lyeth the 
poynt of Dodman,and two leagues to the weſt- 
wardes of it lyeth the haven of Falmouth. The 
poynr of the Dodman is double land vvitha 
round hill, which to the vveſtwardes goeth flo- 
pirg downe ſomewhat towardes the vveſt end 
ſtanderth a mill with a ſharp tower, and ſome lit- 
tle houſes vpon the land, ſomewhar to the yveſt- 
wards men may fee the caſtle of Falmouth vp- 
ona round Hommocke againſt the high land: 
this land is very good to kaow when you come 
from the weſt,or from the Lizarrt. 


Vpon the vveſt poynt of the haven of Fal- Falmout, 


mouth ſtandeth a Caſtle vppon the high land, 
and in the entry neereſt the vveſt fide, lycth a 
greatrock aboue water, you may faile abour it 
on both ſides, atthe inner {ide of the caſt point 
lye alſo ſome rockes off from the ſhoare. For to 
ſaile in there to the caſtwardes, alongſt by the 
toreſayd rocke, you muſt runne in vvithin two 
cables lengths, along by the caſtland, leaving 
the forcſayd rockes on the ſtarboord fide, 
and the great rocke on the larboord fide, and ſo 
ſaile right in vvith the high land that Iyeth on 
the vvelſt fide vvithin the haven. VVithin in the 
haven ſtandeth on the land a vvhite Chalkie 
ſpot, alſo alittle vwwood of trees, keepe them 0- 
ver the north poynt of the foreſayd high vvelt 
land, and faile ſo right in vvith them, keeping 
them ſo untill you come neerc them, you ſhall 
finde fo at halfe flood, vpponthe ſhowldeſt, not 
leſſe water then fiue fathom, and that betwixt 
the forelayd Caſtle upon the vyeſt point, and

Not 
very long {ince, there came a man ( by night 
unacquainted) therein, and ranne through one- 
ly uppon the fightof the breaches of the wa- 
ter, andgot through without any hurt, bur 
not without great feare and danger. Hee that 
commeth off trom the Faire Forland ,muſt (at 
leaſt ) go ſoutheaſt and by eaſt,for to run alongſt 
cleare of theſe fowle groundes. From the weſt 
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ſide alfo lyeth off a little tayle of a ledge of 


rockes, towardcs the land, Further, it 1s there 
cleane , that men may ſaylec through there with- 
in, but men muſt not come neerer the Maydes, 


then about halfe channell berwixt them and 


the mayne, but the mayne land fo ncere a5 
they will, vyhich is both cleane and cleate, 
with many Bayes, yvhere men. may every 
vyhere anckor, yet heere and there Iyc ſomc 
rockes, but they are all aboue watcr : Thcre 
is nothing that can hurt but men may cally 
ſee it. | 

A ercat league to the northwardes of the 
north poynt of the bay of Knockfergus, and an 
halfe league ſouthfourhweſt from the Maydes, 
lyeth a haven called Old-fliete. For to know 
it vvhen men come from the northwardes ,

From Oldfliet to the northwardes vnto faire

Faire Hid, or Faire Forland is rhe outermoſt 
northeaſt poynt of the maine land of Ireland, 
and Iverh a little to the ſourhwards of the Iand 
Rachleens, fo that tiis poynt and the caſt poynt 
of Rachleens lye necre about ſouth and north 
one from the other. 

At Rachlcens, or Faire Forland the northeaſt 
poynt of Ireland, come Scotland and Ireland 
necreſt oneto anorher. The Rachleens is an [- 
land that men may faile round abour, either to 
the northivardes, or to the ſourhwardes, as they 
will, according as 1t happeneth beſt convenient 
with wind andtyde. At the fouthwelt fide is a 
faire bay, where is good lying almoſt for all 
windes. When men come trom the welt, it ſee. 
merh to the ſouth:yardes of the Racnleens to bee 
cloſe without any opening, becaule the caſter. 
moſt poynt of Ircland Faire Forland, lyeth fom- 


what further out, behinde the Rachleens!, but 


when they come neerer betwixt them, ſheweth 
it {clIfe open by litle and litle. On bota lides are 
the ſhores flat and cleane, {o that men may ankor 
there where you will, cither by the coaſt ofthe 
maine l.nd of Ireland, in 8 or 9 farhom,or in the 
bay under the Land in cleane andy ground. O- 
ver agiin{t the Rachlcens, cloſe by the maine 
land, lycth another litle high land, called the 
Lambs or Sheeps Iland, to thefouthwards of it, 
betwixt it and che main, men may not faile there 
ibout it,but betwixt it and the Lland Rachleens 
it is broad enough. 

From the Rachlcens unto the Skires Portruſh, 
the courſe is weſtſouthwelt diſtant 7 leagues. A- 
bout two leagues tothe caltwardes of it,in the 
maine land,lyerh Porto Bellettic,a bad roade for 
oreat ſhippes , the ground is there fowle and 
ſharpe. ” 

Berwixt Porto Belletrie and Skires Portruſh, 
necreſt vnro Skires Portruſh, lye the Chickens, 
theſe are ſuncken rockes, which may be failed a- 
bout on borh ides, for to come to anckor under 
Skires Portruſh. 

The Skires Portruſh isa rocky Wand, ithath 
on the ſouth (ide a faire bay,where you may lye 
in {ixe and ſeven fathom , cleane ſandy ground 
land-lockr for all winds,except for the caltnorth« 
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eaſt winde , which bloweth alongſt the ſhoare, 
there open in. For to come vnder this Iland from 
theeaſt, you muſt goe clole, aloogſt by the 
ſhore of the maine land, for to ſhun theſe fore- 
fayd ſuncken rockes the Chickens. Ir is there all 
over cleane and cleare : or els if you were min- 
ded to goe withour, or to the northwards of the 
Chickens, for to come under the land, you muſt 
ſhun the Eaſt poynt of the Iland, becauſe of a 
{ſunken rocke that lycth a litle off from the caſt 
poynt of the Land. At the northweſt fide of this 
bay is allo a ſmall narrow channell, where you 
may laile through. 

Alitle to the weſtwards of Skires Portruſh ly- 
eth the Banthaven, there alongſ{t you may faile 
up unto the new towne Colran, itis a bad chan- 
nell to come in, as well by reaſon ofthe ſtrong 
freſhut that commeth our, as alſo becauſe ir is 
very ſhowld: with ſhipps that draw cight foote 
warer, you muſt haue ar leaſt three quarters of 
the flood before you can goc in.

Land, then bring the Tower of Rochell not 
without the BurntIland, before you come 
thwart of it, becauſe of the Baniard , and then 
you ſhall take no hurt of ir.

muſt alſo goe to the ſouthwards of, therefore 
goe in caſtnortheaſt alongſt by the ſourhland, 
untill chat you ſee the flac cower which ftand- 
eth upon the ſouthland, & then you muſt run 
overa banck right on with the poynt of Pon- 
re Veara, within it lyeth the towne; thwarrt of 
the flat rower men may anckor in 8 or 9 fa- 
chom : this haven is at ſome places 4o fathom 
deepe. 

Fiue leagues tothe ſouthwards of the Ilands 
of Blydones, lye the llands of Bayone, when 
men come in out of the fea right with chem, 
chen theſe Ilands do ſeeme to be all gray and 
black rockes, and lye to ſeerto as if they were 
three lands,although that the ſea do run tho- 
rough them bur ar one place, berwixt each is 
a ſaddle,or valley. 

Within the land alongſt over theſe lands, 
men ſhall ſee two high hills very good to bee 
known, the eaſtermoſt hath rhree high hom- 
mocks, and the weftermoſt rwo with yalleys 
berwixr the homocks ; alicle tothe eaſtwards 
of the eaſtermoſt hill men ſhall ſee a white 
Abbey ſtand againſt the high land, whereby 
this land'ts very good to be knowne, 

You may faile within theſe Ilands of Bayona 
either tothe northwards orto the ſouthwards; 
bur at the northeaſt point of the Lands lyeth a 
rock under water, abour a cables length off 
trom them, whereof you muſt rake heed, and 
ankorin 10, 11, or 12 fathom onthe caſt fide 
of the llands. | 

He thar will faile in to the northwards, muſt 


run in betwixt the lands and the maine land, 


keeping neere abour the middle of the chan- 
nell, butneereſt ro the Ilands, uncill char the 
Sound of Vigo, or Cannas bee open, and 
then fayle in to the eaſtwards, there is a broad 
Sound, where men may anckor on both ſides, 
ro wit, on the ſouth fide before Vigo, and on 
the norch ſide before Cannas in twelue or 
thirteen fathom. 

Alſo men may fayle further in about the 
ſouth poynrtof Rondella, where men may 
faue a ſhippe in the roaze, without ankor or 
cable. 

 Acthe poynt of Vigo lyetha litle land, he 
that commeth in to the northwards of the I- 
lands,andis bound in tor Bayone, may ſayle 
through berwixt that licle land and the poynt 
of Vigo,right in with Bayone, to wir, alongſt a 
ficrle ro the weſtwards of che poynrt,unrill hee 
come before the towne, and anckor there in 
4,5, 0r6 fathom. | 
| Betwixt that forefayd lirle Iland, and the 
poynrt of Vigojzir is at high water 4 farhom and 
a halfe, and ar low water three fathom and a 


balfe deepe, men mult {ſayling through there) 
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giue the point of Vigo a birth, becauſe of fome 
{unken rocks thatlye off from ir. When thar 
men [ye in the roade before Bayone, ins or 6 
fachom, they may ſce the lands of Blydones 


chrough berwixr the forcſfayd poynr of Vigo, 


and thar litle land. 

From thar ſame lirle Hand liethto the weſt. 
wards another little lland or rocke, berwixe 
them borh it is fowle, ſo that men cannot 
ſaile through betwixt them, and from char we- 
ſtermoſt licle lland lyeth a fowle riffe or ledge 
of rockes, ſouthweſt off rowards the poync 
of the land of Bayone, whereof men muſt 


take very good heed, whether you come from 


the northwards, and will faile through be- 
ewixt that riffe and the Hands of Bayone, or 
els come in fromthe ſourhwards, berwixr rhe 
lands and the maine, and will goe in for 
Bayone. 

That riffe lieth at low water at many places 
dry , the outermeſt rockes thereof, and the 
poynr of Bayone, where the Caſtle ſftandeth 
upon, lye ſoutheaſt 'and ſoutheaſt and by ealt, 
and northweſt and northwett and by weſt an 
Engliſh mile aſunder, theretore he that com- 
meth from the nothwards, and will goe into 
Bayone to the weſtwards of thar riffe, that is, 
berwixc the riffe and the lands , let him goe 
ſolong to the ſouthwards, uncill chat rhe Ca- 
ſtle of Bayone come to be e.ſ.e. and caſt and 
by ſouth from him, and faile then rowards ir, 
and then he ſhall run farre enough alopgit ro 
the ſourhwards of it. | | 

Ar the ſouth end of the Llands of Bayone, ly- 
etha great rock, witha deale of ſmall rockes 
round about it, men may ſayle very cloſe a- 
longſt by them, bur ar high water the ourer- 
molt rocks lye under water, wherof men muſt 
be mindfull, cloſe by the rocks it is 20,and 25, 
and 26 fathom deepe. From the poyur ofthe 
maine land over againlt the fouth end ofthe 1- 
lands,runneth offa ledge ofrocks, wherupon 
at breaketh very much,when the fea is grown, 
whereofalſo men muſt take heed. 

When you come from the ſouthwards, or our 
of the ſea, and will faile in for Bayone, about 
co the ſouthwards of the llands with a ſourher- 
ly or ſouthweſt wind, then run right with the 
ſouth poynt ofthe outermoſt land of Bayone, 
uncill you come neere about a halte league 
off the land, and then alongſt by rhe ſhore, 
unto the ourer poynt on the ſouth fide of the 
comming into the Bay, where that fore- 
ſayd riffe runnech off, which lyeth off low , 
giue thar riffea birth, and runne in berwixt 
ic and the foreſayd rockes at the fourth end 
of the llands,northeaft,or eaſtnortheaſt in,ac- 
cording as you ſhall come in out of che ſea,

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leaving the riffe on ſtarboord,and the Rockes 
with the llands on rhe larboord fide, uncill 


' that you come to the end, or to the north- 


wards of the riffe; the north end, or the outer. 
moſt poynt of thar riffe at the ſouth poinr, and 


the poynt of Bayone where the caſtle ſtand- 


eth upon, lye neareſt caſt and by north, and 


_ welt & by foutha litle leaguealunder. When 


as then you haue the foreſayd riffe (on the 
ſouth fide) upon your broad fide, or els are 
tothe northwardes of ir, and that the caſtle 
doeſtand eaſt or thereabours from you, goc 


_thenrighc in with the caſtle, leaving thar fore- 


fayd otherriffe (which lyeth off ſouthweſt 
from the licle Ilands at the poynt of Vigo) on 
the larboord fide of you. If you bring the point 
ofthe caſtle,not to che ſourhwardes of e. ſ. e. 
then you cannot take any hurt of the norther- 
moſt riffe. 

' Theouter rockes of that northermoſt riffe, 
(which ſhooteth off from the two foreſayd lir- 


tle llands) and the riffe which thooterth off 


from the ſouth poynt of the land of Bayone, 
where men muſt ſaile through berwixt, lye 
one from the orher ſouthweſt, and fourhweſt ' 
and by fourth, and northeaſt and northeaſt and 


by north about an Eogliſh mile aſunder. When 
you come neere the Caſtic,chen come not ve- 


ry neere the ſhore , which is not very cleane, 


and when as then you come thwarr of the i1n- 


nermoſt poynr of the caſtle, before that yay 
begin to ſee the rowne of Bayone, from be- 
hinde the poynt, you mult looke well out be- 
fore you: for from thar ſame innermoſt poinr, 
and from the caſtle, there lyeth off a ſuncken 
rock, abouthalfe a cables length from the 


' foreſayd poynt , whereupon remaineth ar low 


water no more then nine or ten foote water, 

keepe therefore (thwart of it) ſomewhat off 
from the poynt. When as you begin to ſee 

the towne of Bayone,then luffe up ſuddenly 

ſourh, and faile before the towne, and anckor 

there 1n five or fixc farhom, where you plcaſe,. 
orels that the poynt of the Caſtle come a- 

gainſt the weſtermoſtlland of the rwo which 

lye off from the north poynr of the Bay, or 

poynr of Vigo, there it is good oaſie ground 

that holdeth well, ſet your anckors when you 

morre,northwelſt and ſourheaft, the beſt an- 

korro the ſoutheaſt; trom thence over the 

high land you ſhall haue commonly the har- 

deft windes. 

If you muſt curn to and againe into the bay, 
then take very good beed, when you run off 
fromthe Caſtle,chat you run not too farover 
ſourhſoucheaſt;right before the rowne, ſouth- 


eaſt and bycaſt, andeaftſoutheaſt from the 
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roade about a musket ſhot, lyeth anocher ſun. 
ken rock, which at low water is even uncove- 
red.it lyetha ſmall cables length off from a 
litle poynt in the ſouth poynt of che Bay, 
whereupon ſtandetha licle houſe, ro ſee to a 
farre off like a great green rock; you muſt be 
very carefull of ir, eſpceially when yourunne 
overtowardes the Rdaheaſt, 


to the ſouthwards of the Ilands , ſhall (aile in 

berwixt that ſouthermoſt Land and the poynr 

ofthe land of Bayone, all alongſt in the mid- 
dle of the channell, northeatt, or norcheaſt 
and by north 1n,at leaſt two great leagues, kee- 
keeping che norther hayen two ſhipps lengrbs 

open,lc long until Cannas come to the north 

land without the poynr of Vigo: and then he 
muſt leaue the poyntof Vigo on the ſtarbord 
ſide of him, and run in (keeping the middle of 
the channell ) betwixt the northland and the 

towne Vigo, and anckor there cither before 

Cannas or Vigo, where hee pleaſeth in cen or 

tweElue fathom. | 

Alicle to the northwards of Camina, lyeth 


on the coaſt a high ſteep hill, abouc in che top 5+ ®<89- 


with a clift or ſaddle,being called S.Rego.,ic is 
almoſt of faſhion like MonteLauro, bur acleaft 
once ſo high againe, this hill isa very good 
mark for to know the places thereabouts. A- 
bour hbalfe wayes berwixtthis hill and Bayone, 
lyeth an Abbey upon the fide of the land, that 
15S alſo 4go00d marke for to know Bayone for 
him that commerth from the ſourhwardes, bur 
the chiefeft markes are the rwo foreſayd 
high hilles within Bayone, the one with two, 
the other with three hommocks. When thar 
with the three yalleys or ſaddles is e.{.c. from 
you, run in then right with it, you ſhal not faile 
to fall with the land, right with the Ilands. 

Fiue leagues to the ſouthwards of the lands 
of Bayone,lyerth the haven of Camina, a bard 
haven,where you muſt goin (with greac ſhips) 
at the higheſt water. In the havens mouth, 
which lyeth in northeaſt and by eaſt, lyeth a 
rock neereſt the ſouth ſide; cloſe to the 
northwards of this rock, is the deepeſt water, 
for to ſaile in or out. Within in the haven, on 
the north fide, lyeth alitlelland,, and upon ir 
ſtandeth alicle cower,you muſt keep char over 
the tower which ſtandes upon the north land, 
and ſo muſt run in right with them. 

In this havens mouth is at halfe flood two 

farhom water. 
At the north fide of the haven it is alrogether 
ſhowld water,and very rocky and fowle: there 
ſhooteth off aledge of rocks, or rife, whereot 
men muſt take good heed.

towers. If you will faile into this river of Via- 


nacomming from the northwards, orout of 
the ſea,then run ſo long to the ſouthwards un- 
till char che two foreſayd Fire-towers upon 
the ſouth ſide of the rivers mourh, come one 
in the other, and then run in right with them 


towards the ſtrand, untill that the litle rower 


upon cthenorth land come over the two hou- 
ſes; keepe them one in the other, and runne 
then to the rocke with the maſt, and faile a- 
longſt cloſe to the eaſtwardes of it, and then 
yourun inalongſt over the Barre orthe ſhowl- 
deſt of the rivers mouth, there is at low water 
with an ordinary tyde two farhom depth. 
When you are paſtthe forcfayd rock with rhe 
maſt, then you ſhal ſee yer a bead another rock 
witha maſt or beacon, which lyeth on the 
north ſide of the river: run in likewiſe clofe 2- 
longft to the ſouthwards ot it, and afterwards 
indifferent cloſe alongſt by che northland, an- 
till you come before che town, there runneth 
off lomerimes alirtle rife which you muſt ge 
a birrh ro, and anckor before the town. When 
you lye betore the cowne, there lyeth a licle1- 
land to the (ourhwardes of you , whereupon 
ftanderh a lircle Chappell, ro the weſtwards of 
thar litle land lyeth a great Banke, which at 
low warteris uncovered, behind that banck ic 
is five and fixs fachom, and before Viana ſe- 
yen, eighr,and nine fathom deepe; when men 
come in, they may run in about to the ſouth- 
wards of this foretayd Banck, and come out a- 
gain before the cown,by the litle land, where 
the licle houſe ſtandech upon. 

When you come in about a bow ſhot with- 
inthe ſecond rock with the maſt, there you 
may well ler fall youranckor, and bring Ca- 
bles on the ſouth (hore, and morre there by 
foure cables. 


Men may anckor without in the road in 12 


fachom, there is-the cleaneſt ground for to 
rake ina Pilot. Ir isa narrow and dangerous 
barre for co come into. 

From Viana to Port a Porr the courle 1s 
ſouth & by eaſt 12 or 1 3 leagues, betwixt both 
Iycth Villadel Conde, 7 leagues from Viana;

and from Metelyn, Villa del Conde is a bard 
haven, before the havens. mouth lye many 
rockes, where men may faile in abour them on 
borkh tides,trothe northwards or ro the ſouth. 


wards of them ir is five and fixe fathom deepe;, - 
further in lyerh a banck thwart over the ha- 


ven oftwo fathom ar high water: within in 
the haven itis 3 or 4 fathom deepe, on the 
north ſide it is all full of rocks,which lye moſt 
under water, but onthe ſourh fide it is dee- 
peſt and ſureſt, and good lying in five and fixe 
tarhom.

from the ſouth poyne of the foreſayd rockes 
Leſons, abouta halfe league to ſeawards, ly- 
ethaſuncken rock under water : betwixt the 
land and che Lefons it is 6 and 7 farhom deep. 

A league to the ſourhwardes of the 


rockes Leſons lyech Port a Port. From the Porra tore 


north poynt of the rivers mouth lye off ma- 
ny rockes, almoſt thwart over the channell. 
For co faile in there, you mult run in cloſe a- 
longſt ro the fouthwardes of the outermoſt 
rock, even ſo neere by ir, thar you may caſt 
with a ſtone upon ir. There ſtandcth a litrle 
chappel upon the north ſhore righr againſt the 
rock with the croſſe,and alſo alicle white houſe 
upon the north ſhore ſomewhar further up 
upon the river, bring them one in che other, 
and run inſo righc with them until you be paſt 
the Caſtle. 1nſayling in ſo,you ſhall noc finde 
lefſe upon the thowldeſt of the Barre, then 17 
or 18 foote water at halfe flood, and ſhall noc 
come too neere a ſuncken rock, which lyerh 
without in the rivers mouth , ſomewhar nee- 
rer the ſouth ſhore then the north, whereup- 
on there remaineth ar low water no more 
then 110or12 foote water. Being within the 
caſtle, goe then right towardes the rock with 


che croſſe, and ſo cloſe alongſt to the ſourh- 


wards of it, that you may reach ic with a boatr- 
hook, orels you muſt run inthree or foure 
ſhippeslengrhs tothe ſourhwardes of it, or a- 
longft by the ſouthland, untill you be paſt che 
rock with the crofle, for to avoyd a ſuncken 


rock, which lyech thwarr of ir a lictle co che 


ſouthwards of ir, and at low water is no more 
then 8 foot under water. Being alittle paſt the 
rock with the crofſe, go then up alongit in the 
middle of the chanell, uncill you come thwarc 
of a great white tower upon the northland, 
there you may ankor in 4 or 5 fathom, or faile 
before the towne, there 1t is 3 and 4 farhom 
deepe. A licle paſt the rock with the crofle is a 
ſhowld,whereupon remaineth ar low water no 
> 2 more,

' Wirhin the land upon the high land lyeth a 
black hommock in theland, when thar lyerh

vero: when you cannot (ce the black hom- 
mock of Carmole, then lyeth cherea rough 
fand-hill ro the northwards of the Barre,when 
that is thwart of you, then are you a hbalfe 
league tothe tends of the Bar of Avyero. 


I will faile in overthe Barre of Ayero, 
tyou come before it in ſixe or ſeven 


fachom, then take heed to three beackons 


madeof maſts, which ftand upon the ſouth- 
land, bring chem one in the other, and failc in 
ſorighr with them caſt and by ſouth,ande.ſ.e, 
in over the barre, there is in comming in, at 
halfe ryde, no more then two fachom water, 
untill thar you come by the beakons, you ſhal 
ſo (being come within the points) faile alongft 
by adry ſand on the larbord fide, edge then up 
northnorthweſt,and northweſt about by thar 
' foreſayd dry fand,untill you come cloſe tothe 
norther land, andrun in by it, and then you 
ſhall leaue all the other ſhowlds on the ſtar- 
bord fide, untill that youſee the river open, & 
then youlhall ſee a licle houſe upon the ſtrand 
on the weſt ſide, goethen from thence up into 
the river, caſt and by ſouth, and caſt, 
keeping the middle of the channel berwixt the 
twolands, untill you come before the Salt- 
pondsor Avero, where you may lade your

The coaſt of Portingall about Viana, is ve- 
ry good to be knowne, by the forcelayd hill of 
S. Rego, which is exceeding high, & lyech on

Betwixt Viana, Villa de Conde, and Porr 
a Porr, men ſhall ſee alongſt the coaſt man 
towers and licle houſes, Villa del Conde men 
ſhall ſee ar ſea like a greatrowne. 

The River of Porr a Port men may know 
by the rocks Leſons, they are very high, and 
lye a licle ro the northwardes of the River. 

The Cape de Montego is a high poyar, and 
within itin the land are high mountains. This 
Cape is ſomrtimes taken to be che Rock, bur is 
cafic to bee diſcerned from ir, becauſe of the 
Burlings, which lye here to the ſouthwards, 
and to the northwardes of the Rock.

_ out of the ſea. From Capede Montego to Pe-

From Cape de Spartell to Arzila,the coaſt 


lyerh ſouth 8 by weſt ſeven leagues : berwixt 
them both alongit rhe ſea fide, it is all lowe 
land, with ſome poynts and high land within, 
with a white ſand-hilly ſtrand. A little to the 
{ourhwards ofthe poynr of C.de Spartell, men 
may anckor for eaſterly windes in twelue or 
thirteen fachom, cleane ſand-ground, but ſo 
{one as the winde doth ſhift to the weſt, they 
mult be ready to get under faile, leſt they bes 
inbayd upon alee ſhore: | 
Abouralcague to the ſourhwardes of the 
Cape, lyeth alitcle hommacke upon the low 
land, by the water ſide, which ſhewerh (in ſay- 
ling by) like a broken ſchonce or caſtle. 
Arzylaisalitle walled rown lying upon the 
water {ide,and harha lictle bard haven, which 
men doe fayle into attwo places, rhrough a 
row of rockes, which lyeth beforcir, the nor- 
thermoit channell is the deepeſt, bur both of 
them are not fir but for ſmall ſhippes. Being 
come within the rocks,men do ankor betwixt 
che rowne and the rockes. Rs 
From Arzyla to Alarache the coaſt lyerh 
alſo ſouth and by weſt cighr leagues, it is altos 


gether acleane coaft with ſome rocks on the 
ſhere, the land berwixt them both is ſomwhat 
higber then betwixt Arzila & the Cape, with 
high land within. Abour an Engliſh mile to 
the ſouthwardes of Arzila ſtandeth a tower ; 
and ſomwhat further to the ſourbwards, upon 
che bigh land, ſtand ſome litle houſes, but men 
cannot welt {ce them; except they {aile very 
cloſe alongit by the coaſt. Berwixr Arzila and 
Alarache,bur formwhac necrer Alarache ther 
Arzila, lycrh on the ſea fide,a bigh white cliffe 
whichis very good to be known; berwner that 
cliffe & Alarache ftanderh upon the highland 
a very high ace; with ſome other trees by 
it, When men come from the northwardes 
alonglſt by the ſhore, that great tree ſcemerh 
ro be atower, yer ſomwhar to the ſouthwards 


ſtandeth an other greactree; bur notſo great. 


as the other: when men begin ro come neere 
ro Alarache; orelsby the Guhetaod greac 
tree, then the forefayd greateſt rree doth hide 
ic ſelfe behinde the land. Theſe are all very 
good marks for tro know this coaſt by, betwixt 
theſe two places, Te 


Allarache lyeth with a great Caſtle upon Alarache; 


the ſouth poynt of 'a river, which is very 
ſhowld and crooked; the north poyntisa low 
poynt going tlar off, & within-it, on the north 
tide ofthe river ftandeth alſo ſome buildings. 
Before the river lyeth a barre of quickſand, 
which lyerth off from the north poynt; where 
the ſhips may goin over with a ſpring tyde,

The beſt 
knowledge thereof is this, When you come

_ When you come before Mamora; and when 
_ youcomefrom the northwards, you cannot 

| ſee the river of Mamora open before you bee 
' paſtit, by reaſon thacirt lyeth into the eaſt- 
 wards,and the north poynt is low. When you 
come ſomewha cloſe by the ſhore, you ſhall 
ſee upon the high land in we Cal. gf Mamo- 
'mora (which the Spaniards haue built rhere

The road before Mamora is about a lcague 
from the land in 18 and 20 fathom, there is 
clean ſandy-ground, 

From Mamora to Salley the coaſt lyeth 
ſourhweſt and by ſouth, and ſourthſouthweſt 
ſixe leagues; bertwixt them both it is low 
plaine land, and fandy-ſtrand, with double 
land within, which is ſo even and ſmooth, as if 
itwere planed over, From Mamora not halfe 
wayes to Salley, che ſtrand ceaſeth, and from 
thence forth to the ſouthwardes it is a ſhore 
all of black fteepe ragged rockes with lictle 
hills, ſo thar men cannot judge (when chey 
are ſomewhat off the land) that ir is double 
land within,by the plainnes of ir. WhE you are 
aleague or two paſt Mamora, then you may 
ſee very plaine the high thick rower of Sal- 
ley , and when you ſee the forefayd rocky

will, there is clean black ſandy ground, never- 
theleſle that the ſhore chereabouts is (o full of 
rocks and ſtones. Being come to ankor there 
men mult ſhoot a ſhor to cauſe the Moores to 
come oft. From Salley to the 1land Fedalle 
the ſhore licth alongſt {.w. and by ſouth about

The coaſt 
berwixt Salley and Fedalle, is very plain 
and imoorth double land, ſo that there is not 
another ſuch hommocke more betwixt them 
both, as thar foreſayd hommocke, and in re- 
gard the coaſt thereabours is. alrogether ſo 
plainc, without any places good to bee kno- 
wen, therefore men muſt take the more 
ſpeciall heed unto ſuch ſmall markes ,fornor 
ro ſfayle paſt che place where they rc dound 
UNTCO. . 

Berwixt the forcſayd Barne or wood of 
recs and Fedalle ftandeth alſo a ruinous li- 
tle Towne fallen downe, in a rough wood 
called Monſor, when you fayle alongft cloſe 
by it, you ſhall ſee yer fome pecces of walles 
of it. 


To the fouthwardes of Fedalle the land 


is againe higher, and where the high atd low 


commeth together,ir doth make a clifr,there- 
by the land of Fedalle is good ro be known; 
when that clift is fourkſoutheaſt from you, 
then 1s Fedalle thwart of ir alſo ſourbſourh- 
caſt from you. If you will goe into Fedalle, 
then runne right with the foreſayd Barne, or 
wood of trees, untill you come within a 
league, or ſomewhat neerer to the land, and

Vpon the north point of Fedalle licth a bigh 
hommock, which ſheweth a far off when men 
come in, as if it were a Caltle fallen downe, 
bur ir is nothing elſe then rocks. Ar the fourh- 
end of Fedalle men may goe over on foote at 
low water to the maine land, but at high warer 
rhe ſea walheth through at two places, Ic 
fowerh there ſeven and cight foore up and 
downe. 

Three leagues ſouthweſt and by ſouth, and 
ſourhweſt from Fedalle lyeth at old ruinous 
rowne fallen downe cloſe upon the ſtrand cal- 
led Anafee or Anfce, iCis along towne with 
many towers, amongſt the reſt one high thick 
rower almoſt hike the rower of Salley, bur 
men mult bee indifferent cloſe by ir before 
they canſceir.

Bur yet ne- 
vertheleſle it is not there very good lying,for 
by reaſon ofthe breaking of the ſea upon the 
foreſayd rocks,there goeth ſometimes a grear 
ſea, (o thar itis not good lying there with a 
ſtorm,but further in, under the land ir is g00d 
lyingin two farhom and a halfe. From the 
ſouch end of the lland lyerh ofa litle riffe ro- 
wards the main land almoſt to the foot ſtrand, 
and to the ſourhwardes of that foretayd litle 
riffe,lyeth a bank off from the maine land, al- 
moſta league off into lea. If you will faile our 
ar the ſourhend, then run alongſt by the ſhore 
of the maine land,untill that you be about the 
forclayd riffe, and run our then upon your lead 
alongſt by the banck, and then you jhall pre- 
tencly ger deeper watcr, of 4, 6, 8, and 10 fa- 
chom,and then you may fail there, where you 
delire ro be. 

From the poynt of Safia to C. de Geer, the 
courſe is [.f,w. abour 43 leagues, bur from 
Mogodor the {ame courſe about 22 or 23 
leagues.

If vou runne farre off from the 
(Hore,you ſhall with northerly windes (which 
blow there much) be conſtrained to come in

The ſhoot anckor mult alſo bee al- 
wayes ready againſt a ſtorme{which men may 
very well perceiue before by the ſwelling or 
rifing ofthe ſca) ro bring irtour in the ſouth- 
weſt. Alſo it is needfull ro keepe the forefaile 
to the yard, tor to helpe themſclues with it 
che beſt thar they can,it t ſhould happen thac 
they ſhould be forced from their anckors.
